Annual Town Meeting 


Finances of Town in Healthy Condi¬ 
tion, Report Shows 

A good crowd attended the annual 
meeting of the town of Vulcan held 
in the Oddfellows’ hall on Friday ev¬ 
ening last to hear the auditor’s re¬ 
port and reports of the various com¬ 
mittees. 

A. J. Flood "called the meeting to 
order at 8 o’clock and, on motion of 
W. D. Allan, P. McAskile was elected 
chairman. 

The first five minutes of the meet¬ 
ing was taken up by the auditor’s 
financial report. Various questions 
were answered on the many different 
items. On motion of L. F. Dawson 
the statement was adopted and filed. 

Minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and approved on motion of 
Mr. Clarkson. 

Mayor Butchart- reported on the 
activities of the Okotoks-High River 
Health Unit and gave an interesting 
detailed report as to the service re¬ 
ceived by the town and the cost. He 
compared the cost of the services ren 
dered against the services given and 
showed the value of service given 
was $666.00 while the town was only 
assessed $174.80 during the past year 
for this service. The cost per capita 
is 16.8 cents. Many questions were 
asked and answered on this subject. 

On motion of Mrs. J. Wolfe and T. 
Carruthers, the report was accepted. 

Deputy Mayor W. D. Allan, gave a 
report of the relief cohimittee. He 
stated that $813.19 had been required 
for unemployment relief during 1932. 
At the present time, twelve families 
are on relief, costing $140.00 per 
month, this being split three ways 
by dominion, provincial and town 
governments. Alt questions were an¬ 
swered in a satisfactory manner. 

Councillor Ulrich gave a short re¬ 
port of the public works committee, 
stating that $1800.00 had been allot- 
ed for this work and only $936.16 ex¬ 
pended. Councillor. Wolfe reported 
that the skating rink was paying 
expenses. , 

Police and fire cost to the town was 
reported by Deputy Mayor Allan and 
Fire Chief Butchart. The fire depart¬ 
ment costing $246.64 and police pro¬ 
tection $467.40. Activities of the fire 
department and brigade were report¬ 
ed by the chief. 

Numerous questions, were asked by 
the electors in regard to reduction of 
taxes, different items on the financial 
statement, nominations, election, and 
matters pertaining to the Canadian 
Legion property. * 

*" Before the close of the meeting, 
secretary-treasurer A. J. Flood com¬ 
pared the Vulcan financial report 
with that of Claresholm, High River 
and Bassano, and showed by figures 
the excellent financial condition of 
Vulcan. 

DEATH OF VULCAN OLD TIMER 
• Word has been received locally of 
the death of Michael Rutten, aged 73 
years, at his home in Couer d’Alene, 
Idaho, on Thursday, January 26. His 
health had been failing during the 
past month. At the time of his 'death 
he was attended by his daughter, 
Mrs. Henry Todd of Kirkcaldy, and 
his son, Frank Rutten of Magrath. 

Deceased was one of the first resi¬ 
dents of Vulcan, residing here from 
the beginning up to some twelve 
years ago at which time he moved 
to Couer d’Alene where he since has 
resided. He built the building in 
Vulcan, known as the “Rutten” house 
now being part of the Vulcan hotel. 

He leaves to mourn his passing, 
his wife, four daughters, four sons, 
eighteen grandchildren, and one 
great grandchild. All are well known 
in the community and heartfelt sym¬ 
pathy is expressed by a wide circle 
of friends.

Annual School Meeting 


Comparison of Figures Show Reduc¬ 
tion ol Expenditures of $8600.00 in 
Two Years 

Electors and ratepayers of Vulcan 
school district, No. 1002, held their 
annual meeting in theg^High School 
•on Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
lor consideration of the auditor’s fin¬ 
ancial report, report of the chairman 
and other business. 

A. J. Flood, secretary-treasurer, 
called the meeting to order and on 
motion » E. G, McPherson was 
elected chairman. 

Minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and adopted with one 
slight change on motion of Principal 
Irvine. 

The secretary read the 1932 state¬ 
ment oi finance and compared all the 
items of the same with those of the 
1931 statement. It was brought out 
that there was a difference of $4,- 
;,03.68 in the operation cost of the 
school for the year, 1931 being $22,- 
926.36 and 1932 being $18,422.67. In 
fact, the board had reduced expendi¬ 
tures by approximately $8,506 in two 
years, the secretary stated. 

Discussion on telephone expendi¬ 
ture was cause for a motion by W. E. 
Butchart, that the ’phone be retained. 
This motion was amended by Mrs. J. 
Wblfe and Mr. Clarkson, that, the tele 
phone be removed during the holi¬ 
days. 

Trustee Brown spoke of the costs 
of operation of the school in compar¬ 
ison to town and country pupils. 

Mrs. R. Gold, chairman of the 
board, gave - a report of the year’s 
activities and spoke at length on re¬ 
duction of the teachers’ salaries and 
the stands taken by the various trus¬ 
tees. «* 

Trustees Brown, Seaman and Dis- 
cher answered the chairman’s re¬ 
marks re their different attitudes to 
the salary situation. Principal Irvine 
and others entered into this discus¬ 
sion. 

A. J. Flood presented and read the 
inspector’s report and W. L. Irvine 
read the principal’s report. On motion 
of W. E. Butchart and W. D. Allan, 
these reports were adopted. • 

Discussion was heard over the 
maintenance of the 12th grade, but 
no motion was made in this matter. 

Mayor Butchart spoke on the years 
work of the school board and of the 
excellent manner in which it was ex¬ 
ecuted. On closing, he moved a hearty 
vote of thanks to the board. This 
was seconded by J. T. Willard. 

On motion of Mr. Clarkson the 
meeting adjuomed.

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TEACHERS' SALARY 


A subject very much to the fore at present, is the ques¬ 
tion of teachers’ salaries. Are teachers overpaid? Cir¬ 
cumstances and conditions have a bearing on this matter, 
but an argument was presented this week by a disinter¬ 
ested bystander, which is, at least, a viewpoint worth re¬ 
garding. > 

In good times gone by, when business houses were ex¬ 
periencing a period of big turnover, doubling their volume 
of business and making large profits; when wheat soared 
from (1.50 to (2.00, and other commodities in proportion, 
did teachers’ salaries share, in the boom? They did not. 
There has not been \a time in the last twenty years when 
teachers’ salaries were graduated according to the re¬ 
sources of the ratepayers. In the early war years, teach¬ 
ers took a cut, due to bad financial conditions, and despite 
the many prosperous years since that time, their salaries 
have registered prosperity, only in a very mild degree. 

The rewards of their profession have no such elasticity 
as the rewards of the business world. They are more or 
less fixed for life. The teacher does not look forward to 
any “’boom” in his business. He does his work, gaining 
experience and efficiency, year by year, receiving the oc¬ 
casional raise of a hundred dollars or so, but knowing 
that the maximum which he may ever earn is modest. 
That is to say, in the good years, it is extremely modest, 
compared with many in the business, agricultural 
or mechanical world. In bad times, his position is re¬ 
garded with some envy. But taken over a period of the 
last twenty years, it is doubtful if the expert teacher has 
averaged an income equal to that of many of his fellow 
citizens, who have not had his expense in academic train¬ 
ing. In this province, owing to the fact that there is no 
pension law, the teacher must save in support of his old 
age out of his fixed salary. 

This is a feature often overlooked. When times are 
hard and taxes difficult to meet, the natural inclination 
is to look With envy on salaried servants, and to urge re¬ 
duction of salaries. Of all our public services none is 
more important to the country than that of the teacher, 
and such is the attitude of the teacher, that the quality of 
his service to his district is rarely governed by the size of 
hi« monthly pay cheque. 

Considering the question from a local standpoint, there 
is possibly some ground for urging certain salary reduc¬ 
tions on the teaching staff. We are entering the fourth 
year of a serious financial situation, which is draining all 
resources inexorably. The teachers realize this. They 
have no wish to grind the faces of the poor. There is 
little reasonable doubt that if they are approached cour¬ 
teously and candidly, they will accede to any fair sugges¬ 
tion which may be offered.

RAILWAY LOAD 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found an article dealing 
with the overwhelming burden of Canada’s National Rail¬ 
ways. The losses on the &N.R. are said to be a mil¬ 
lion a week for the last eight years. These figures are so 
big as to be impossible to grasp, but it is not difficult to 
realize that a loss of a million a week is eventually going 
to bankrupt the country, unless some halt is called. This 
expenditure hsA been built up in wages, in installing com¬ 
petitive services, in instituting a most elaborate and com¬ 
plete system, which, however, could not be made to pay. 

President Beatty of the C.P.R. spoke before the Cana¬ 
dian Club recently in Toronto, and again reiterated his 
statement that co-operation and competition at the same 
time are [incompatible. Speaking on the report of the 
Duff Comfiii^sion, he considers it unfair to attempt to en¬ 
force co-operation by tribunal. “While willing to co-op¬ 
erate, the Canadian Pacific will never,” he declared, “be 
willing to rest its fate in the hands of an appointed tri¬ 
bunal on which it would have only one-third representa¬ 
tion and which would have no financial responsibility to¬ 
wards its shareholders.’’ 

It is his candid opinion that only amalgamation will 
save the situation. This would mean the scrapping of

NEW ZEALAND BUTTER 


So far from oiling the wheels of international com¬ 
merce, New Zealand butter is again appearing on the 
Vancouver front as an aggravation and an affront to 
Canadian butter makers. Recently a shipment of 4500 
cases of this butter arrived on the B.C. coast and enters 
into Canadian competition under the 5 cent a pound tariff 
as provided in the Canada-New Zealand treaty. It is 
understood that protests against the butter influx have 
been received by Ottawa, but the treaty provides that 
neither dominion can suddenly apply dumping duties 
against the goods of the other. It may be that Canadian 
productsjof some sort are finding their way to New Zea¬ 
land to the annoyance of certain industries of that coun¬ 
try. 

Butter makers in Canada fear that any importation of 
butter-will cause a collapse in the Canadian prices which 
are at present far from high. 

The situation reveals again that penalty which Cana¬ 
dian producers suffer because of the exchange. The but¬ 
ter which New Zealand can sell in Vancouver at 20 cts., 
is worth 28 cts. in N.Z. at the present exchange. This 
difference of 8 cts. on the pound covers duty, freight and 
adds a nice profit besides. If the butter is accepted on 
the Canadian market in any quality, it will be nice 
for New Zealand, but a bad blow to the dairymen, partic¬ 
ularly of B.C. There is strong feeling in B.C. on the mat¬ 
ter, and the Vernon News presents a vigorous editorial 
on the subject: 

“The transaction arises out of the economic upset. It 
is made possible only through the temporary and utterly 
fictitious fluctuations in values of the dollar and the pound 
sterling. It affords some city-slick traders an opportun¬ 
ity to filch an unearned profit out of the misery and fur¬ 
ther depression of the people on the land. It has its origin 
in grasping greed.’ 

Canadian dairymen on the other hand may send butter 
to Britain duty free. Under normal conditions this should 
be a smooth working arrangement But when New Zea¬ 
land can step into' the Canadian market with an 8 cent 
advantage because of exchange, and when Canada can¬ 
not make use of the British market because of the ex¬ 
change, it looks as if Canada was bottled up in the matter 
of wheat, beef a fid dairy and similar export products..

DOMINION—PROVINCIAL CONFERENCE 


Not many conferences in the last few years have 
brought visible results and the Dominion-Provincial con¬ 
ference at Ottawa has not resulted in ajny definite agree¬ 
ment, except in the matter of the need of a uniform Com¬ 
panies’ Act. “ — 

All provinces have suffered under the wide variations 
and interpretations of acts governing companies. In this 
province the people have been exploited through specula¬ 
tion in Turner Valley properties. Despite the effort of the 
provincial government to protect citizens, it was not diffi¬ 
cult for prospective companies to obtain a fedgral charter, 
and under such protection, to launch into a campaign of 
stock selling, which had no justification in actual assets. 

- In respect to, the agreement that the Companies Act 
required immediate alterations, with a uniform dominion- 
wide application, the Federal-provincial conference has 
brought results. 

The next step is for the Federal government to so 
frame this company law that it will cover effectively all 
Company promoting and Company merging. It will call 
for keen scrutiny and alertness on the part of all mem¬ 
bers tq see that when the law is drafted it is intended for 
the protection of the people. There must be no loop hole 
by which clever manipulators may continue legally to rob 
the public.

The Red Deer Advocate is not given to rash or idle 
comment. It has this editorial in the current issue: 

Section 91 of the Bank Act says: 

■ “The bank may stipulate for, take, reserve or exact 
any rate of interest or discount not exceeding seven per 
cent, per annum and may receive or take in advance any 
such rate, but no higher rate of interest shall be recover¬ 
able by the bank.” 

That is the law. The practice, as few people need to be 
told, is somewhat different. Eight per cent is the usual 
rate in this district and the rate is increased by deducting 
the interest before it is due, i.e., loaning (92 and getting 
a note for (100. In suing on notes the bank will sue for 
interest at eight per cent, contending that the interest is 
a matter of a "voluntary” agreement between themselves 
and the borrower, although interest higher than the sev¬ 
en per cent mentioned in the Bank Act is not recover¬ 
able. • 

A recent Alberta case came to the attention of the Ad¬ 
vocate the other day. In 1917 a business man in an Al¬ 
berta city borrowed about (8,000 from his bank, giving 
as collateral for his notes s mortgage on some business

If you think otherwise, try to or¬ 
ganize a party to celebrate the birth 
of Wordsworth or Tennyson, Long¬ 
fellow or Bryant, excellent poets who 
led correct lives. The first thing you 
would have to do is to look up bio¬ 
graphies to ascertain the date. And 
it is no answer to say it is the clan¬ 
nishness of Scotsmen trying to glori¬ 
fy a fellow-countryman, for they 
could not do it for a greater man of 
letters than Burns—Sir Walter Scott. 
No. It is because he was what he 
was, and not in spite of it. He was 
poor, he loved liberty, he hated op¬ 
pression and he fought with a savage 
sorrow, as Voltaire did with sardonic 
glee, in France, the social and ecles- 
iastical tyrannies of his time. And 
except for one brief blaze of glory, 
he was neglected if not despised. 
PerHaps posterity has been trying 
ever since to make up for the neglect 
of his contemporaries.

One of Canada’s best poets, the 
late R. K. Kemighan (TTie Khan) 
wrote an appreciation of Burns in 
which these two lines appear: 

“The spirits of his heroes before his 
shrine keep watch;
